Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant presented the arguments that the 
Proctor does not teach or suggest transmitting nonsimultaneously a preamble signal for plurality of frequency channels. However, the 
examiner respectfuly disagrees. The combination discloses partitioning overall time frequency spectrum to a plurality of frequency bands to 
extend a plurality of time slots to categorize users as high speed users and low speed users (Gitlin, Figure 2, #'s 12, 14; Figure 5, #'s 42, 
40, 44, 46, 48, 50; col. 3, lines 63-67-col. 4, lines 1-10, 11-39, 46-50; col. 5, lines 61-67-col. 7, lines 1-10; col. 6, lines 45-65). It would have 
been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to modify Proctor, such that transmitting non-simultaneously the signal for 
the plurality of frequency 

channels, to provide control of the allocation of frequency channels transmitted from the base station to different requirements for given 
terminals; thus, several must exist, and the signals are not always transmitted continually. Hence, giving its broadest and reasonable 
interpretation, the combination discloses transmitting nonsimultaneously a preamble signal for plurality of frequency channels. Further, it 
has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the 
particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See 
In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Gitlin is solely used to teach the specific computation steps 
of the present invention. Therefore, the office action mailed on 06/30/08 stands.
